Case Against General Paper Company 
Set for Febuary 6. 


Interviews With Manufacturers—J. A. Kimberly, President 
of the General Paper Company, Discusses the Case—In- 
creased Price Due to Higher Cost of Production— 
Wisconsin Attorney General May Sue. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

APPLETON, Wis., January 9, 1905.—The hearing in the 
action of the Government against the General Paper 
Company has been set for February 6 at St. Paul. None 
of the paper manufacturers will be present, being repre- 
sented by attorney. 

“Do you know what I'd do if I was the General Paper 
Company?” said a manufacturer to me today, who is not 
n this company. “I wouldn’t make any defense, but 
would let them get their old injunction, and then I'd 
shut the mills down. There’d be something doing around 
the newspaper offices pretty quick, then, you'd better be- 
lieve. I tell you, it is just spite work and politics on 
the part of the newspapers, and the people will find it 
out before we are through with this. Of course, news 
paper costs more than it did when the General Paper 
Company was organized, and you know, and I know, that 
the rise in price of from, say, $1.85 to $2.25 is perfectly 
justified. In fact, if it hadn’t been for the manufacturer 
doing everything under heaven he could to utilize the 
latest and best machinery and increase his product in 
every possible way, news paper would be costing a whole 
lot more to the consumer than it does now. The increase 
n the price of pulp wood alone is enough to account for 
the difference in the price of paper, and on top of that 
comes increases in practically everything else that goes 
nto the making of a sheet of paper, both in the way of 
materials and labor. The newspapers are howling about 
the increased cost of white paper to them, running in 
some cases to $100,000 or even in a few instances to 
$200,000, or a little more, per year over what they used 
to pay in the old days—why, I know of a single firm in 
this valley making paper whose costs today for only 
three items of materials—wood, coal and brimstone—run 
$750,000 per year more than they did at the low point. 
‘he Government may possibly win the first round, but 
my opinion is that it won’t win many more.” 

“I do not know anything about the news paper part of 
t, as we are not interested there, but so far as the fibre 
part of the General’s activities is concerned,” said a repre- 
sentative of one of the General Paper Company’s mills to 
me today, “I know there is competition between our 
selling agency and other mills. We place business in the 
Kast, and I know the Eastern mills sell paper out here 
just as often as they can do it and make something on 
the transaction. There is no restraint of competition or 
trade,” 

The following interview with J. A.“Kimberly, president 
if the General Paper Company, appeared last week in the 
Milwaukee Sentinel: 

“The General Company is not a trust, nor is it organized 
in restraint of trade. As far as the details of the case are 
concerned, I can tell you nothing, as it is entirely in the 
hands of our lawyers, and it is probable that it will go to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, as I do believe 
the Government will drop its suit before it reaches that 
court, if it loses in the lower courts, and we will not unless 
we win. The charge that we have divided territory with 
the International Paper Company is ridiculous. We are 
fighting them as hard as ever, and only last week we lost a 


big contract to them in St. Louis by a small fraction. We 
will go after the business wherever we can get it. We 
were organized about five years ago, and at that time the 
International Company closed many contracts for five years, 
which are just beginning to come into the market now. As 
fast as there is opportunity, however, you will find us after 
every contract. 

“As far as the increase in the prices of paper is con- 
cerned, that is the result of the higher cost of production, 
and the organization of our company has had nothing to 
do with it. We are merely a commission house through 
which these different companies sell their paper. One thing 
we have succeeded in accomplishing has been to make the 
shortest possible freight haul on shipments. That is to say, 
the St. Paul publishers are supplied from the mills nearest 
that city, while Milwaukee and Chicago get their supply 
from the mills that are nearest to those cities.” 

The latest story in connection with the suit is that the 
Attorney General of Wisconsin is interesting himself in 
the matter and threatens to take action against the “Gen- 
eral.” He is reported as saying that he will make an in- 
vestigation as soon as he can get around to it, and if he 
finds that the "General Paper Company can be proceeded 
against under the laws of the State of Wisconsin, he will 
begin proceedings on his own account Fox River. 





Paper Mill Proposition in Mexico. 


Austin, Tex., January 5, 1905.—The Government of the 
State of Chihuahua, Mexico, has just granted to Col. W. 
C. Greene, the copper magnate of New York and Cananea, 
Mexico, two concessions for the establishment of great in- 
dustrial enterprises in that State. One is for the establish- 
ment of a large smelter and the construction of a railroad 
and telegraph and telephone lines and electric power plant, 
and the other is for the establishment of a large paper mill, 
a furniture factory, and lumber mills. It is stated that 
more than $3,000,000 gold are to be invested in these enter- 
prises by Colonel Greene. 





To a representative of THe Paper Trape JourNAL, who 
saw Colonel Greene at his New York offices, 20 Broad 
street, this week, that gentleman said: 

“In obtaining the iarge concessions referred to, I included 
a paper mill proposition, as there is an abundance of pine, 
fir and spruce wood on the property covered by the con- 
cession. The plentiful supply of pulp wood induced me 
to ask for a concession for making paper. The paper mill 
question, however, has as yet not gone beyond the getting 
of the concession. We have absolutely no plans outlined 
for making paper there; that is simply a possibility of the 
future in connection with the other enterprises to be estab- 
lished there. From the fact that the property is heavily 
wooded, and having in mind the import duty on paper en- 
tering Mexico, I came to the conclusion that a paper mill 
proposition would be a good one. We will no doubt get 
started on it some time later.” 


The Correction of Customs Invoices. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasuincton, D. C., January 9, 1905.—The Treasury 
Department is advised of a decision just rendered by the 
Board of General Appraisers of importance to importers 
generally. It is to the effect that the board, by virtue 
of its statutory power to examine and decide all cases 
properly before it, has power to correct clerical errors 
or mistakes in an invoice when the same is necessary to a 
just administration of the customs law. This power is 
not derived from Section 7 of the Customs Administrative 
Act of June 10, 1890, as dniended by Section 32 of the 
tariff act of 1897, and hence it is not necessary that the 
error should be a clerical one or manifest from the 
papers. That it is satisfactorily established before the 
board is sufficient, A. F. T. 


BOSTON HERALD PAPER. 


Two Contracts Covering the Concern’s 
Supply for Some Time. 


One Held by Perkins, Goodwin & Co., and the Other by the 
International Paper Company—Some of the Difficulties 
of Shipping Paper—Neither Side Will Talk 
—Cause of Trouble Not Stated. 


The Boston Herald contract, it seems, is at present an 
element of discord between two competing sellers of 
news paper, namely, the International Paper Company 
and Perkins, Goodwin & Co., of New York. The jarring 
sounds that are heard are due to the fact that both con- 
cerns hold contracts for the entire Herald supply for 1905, 
and as Colonel Haskell, of the Herald. is not willing to 
receive paper from both why either the I. P. or P., G. & 
Co. must let go and place the paper contracted for else- 
where. The colonel, it appears, has elected to take in 
the paper of the International, having first refused to ac- 
cept a second delivery from Perkins, Goodwin & Co. 
One delivery was made on its contract by Perkins, Good- 
win & Co. After that, as the story goes, Colonel Haskell 
served notice on Blinn, Morrill & Co., the Boston truck- 
ing firm, that he would not accept any more pape~ from 
their principals, Perkins, Goodwin & Co. The Herald 
supply is coming from the International, but as Perkins, 
Goodwin & Co. have a contract for furnishing the paper 
to the Boston Herald for a term of years the incident is 
not closed, as far as the Duane street house is concerned. 
Whether the courts will be asked to determine when a 
contract is a contract remains to be seen. 

It will be recalled, as stated in Tue Paper TRADE 
JourNAL about six weeks ago, that the Boston Herald 
contract was taken for a term of five years by Perkins, 
Goodwin & Co., of New York. The International Paper 
Company had held the contract for a number of years 
previous. According to the reports of the affair, Perkins, 
Goodwin & Co. were asked if they had any objections 
to the Herald taking in, after January 1, about a three 
weeks’ supply of the International paper, which was all 
made up by the latter company. Perkins, Goodwin & Co. 
said that they would allow the Herald to use up the 
rolls that the International Paper Company had on hand. 
So, thinking they had an additional three weeks in which 
to prepare for filling the Herald contract, Perkins, Good- 
win & Co. did not start in right away to accumulate 
paper in Boston to supply the Herald. On Saturday, 
December 31, 1904, the story goes, the manager of the 
Boston Herald began to cry for paper on the Perkins, 
Goodwin & Co. contract, saying that he had that day re- 
ceived official notice from the International that it would 
not furnish any more paper after that date. Then there 
was trouble. Perkins, Goodwin & Co. had paper on the 
way to Boston, which, in the ordinary course of the 
traffic schedule, should arrive on time for delivery for the 
Sunday edition, if necessary. They straightway sent one 
of their energetic young men to Boston to see that the 
paper got into the pressroom on time. Its representa- 
tive, however, instead of finding his paper on the cars in 
Boston, discovered, after much labor and worry,.that the 
cars he was looking for were at different points along 
the line and separated, being on as many trains as there 
were individual cars. By insistent work he managed to 
get the paper to Boston and into the pressrooms in 
time for the Sunday edition of the paper. This was the 


only delivery accepted, so it is said, although tender of 
paper was made for a number of days thereafter. The

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BUSINESS IMPROVING. 


Prices Are Firm and There Are Many Signs of Enlarging 
Demand—Holyoke’s Business Rather Quiet— 
A General Feeling of Confidence. 





The trade situation in the New York market has im- 
proved perceptibly since last week, all hands reporting a re- 
vival of business now that the distractions of stock taking 
are atan emd. The actual sales this week and the volume 
of inquiry are very encouraging for this season, and have 
increased the confidence of the trade in the outlook for the 
new year. As the year is still young, however, the renewed 
activity can be said to have only begun. Because of this 
fact, therefore, there has been no material change in any of 
the various grades of paper. All of them are steady and 
firm in price. With the natural increase in buying, which 
should set in right away, some stiffening in the quotations 
are thought to be not unlikely. The mills, from all ac- 
counts, are still fairly well provided with orders. This 
being the case, the manufacturers are firm in their demands. 
With the dealers there have been no changes in quotations, 
and now that the midwinter dull period is practically at an 
end, no weakness in prices is looked for before next sum- 
mer, At present the strength of the mill situation, plus 
the scarcity of ground wood and the high cost of all the 
raw materials, holds the market remarkably firm. All that 
is needed to advance prices, in the opinion of the manufac- 
turers, is a little more activity to the demand. With the 
natural increase in the volume of business that should be 
booked during the balance of this month a considerable 
hardening of quotations is looked for. The demand which 
has just revived bids fair to grow larger as the weeks go 
by. One encouraging feature of the situation is the fact 
that stocks in the hands of dealers and consumers through- 
out the country are small. There is therefore no surplus 
stock made up with which to supply the current demand. 
The effect of a material increase in the demand for paper 
can be imagined. Until trade revives there will probably 
be no change from the present asking prices of paper, un- 
less low water continues to curtail the output of the mills. 





Holyoke New Business Continues Quiet. 
Western Massachusetts Office t 
Tue Paper Traps Journat, 
Horyoxe, Mass., January 10, 1905 

Business among the mills has been quiet the past week 
and all of them have been engaged in the work of taking 
inventory. If any change has been noticed over last week, 
manufacturers say, it has been one of improvement, as 
trade is fully holding its own. 

It is believed that the December business, so far as the 
manufacturing departments are concerned, will show a 
decrease over the same period of 1903. Mills are not in- 
clined to compiain, as they have enjoyed a good period of 
prosperity and an easing off in orders was expected. 

The American Writing Paper Company has had a fair 
trade the past week, and in some divisions departments 
have been crowded. The division managers are not anx- 
ious for a rush until inventory has been run off. 

The Whiting Paper Company has about the usual num- 
ber of orders for the first week in the year. 

The Valley and Parsons companies both report a very 
fair trade and the Chemical Paper Company states that its 
mill is busy. Ferry. 


Philadelphia Market Firm. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PHILADELPHIA, January 10, 1905.—Firmness in all 
grades is the keynote of the week’s condition in the job- 
bing market. And for all the line, even for book and 
manila wrappings, there exists a demand which is a 
little better than seasonable in most cases, and strong 
in others. ““The few business days of the year,” said J. 
B. Mitchell today, “confirm my opinion that 1905 will 
prove to be the best year for the paper trade we have 
had in a decade. Everywhere I find this same opinion 
entertained.” The printers, little and big, are resuming 
activity after the holiday lull, and their purchases indi- 
cate not only that their stock was depleted, but that they 
are providing for the future, there being a widespread 
belief that an increase in prices is sure to come in a 
short time.

Fairly Good Business in Boston.

Business with city paper dealers since the first of the 
year, while not as active as during the previous weeks, is 
by no means depressed. The regular daily demand for pa- 
per calls for a fairly good routine business. Mail orders 
so far this week are satisfactory: and store trade is like- 
wise. Said a representative member of a jobbing house: 
“We have no kick to make, everything is running along all 
right.” Still, complaint is heard of delayed receipts of pa- 
per from the mills, owing to the interruption of railroad 
traffic throughout New England by the severe snowstorms 


of last week. Milder weather and rain has followed since, 
giving a little better water supply in some localities, but 
considerably more water is needed and the supply must be 
replenished before normal conditions will prevail. Condi- 
tions governing the manufacturing branch of the trade 
continue as heretofore reported. Somemills, judging 
from the statements of their representatives, have all the 
business that they can take care of for the present. Book 
mills are seemingly being well favored with orders for the 
early days of January, when a quiet period is not unlooked 
for. Manila papers are also moving well from manufac- 
turers’ hands. Tissues are also in good demand. 
The tone of the market still continues very firm 
on book, manila and tissue, and manufacturers are 
talking higher prices, but they seem to be a little timid 
about making an advance in quotations just at present. 
An increased demand, however, will instill more courage 
and force prices up a fraction.

Wisconsin Business Rather Quiet. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appteton, Wis., January 9, 1905.—Business in all lines 
is rather slow and quiet, Of course, not much business 
is expected until after the 15th of January, but it seems 
to be the impression of manufacturers that orders are not 
quite up to what they should be, notwithstanding. 

“We are entering upon 1905 under new conditions,” 
said a writing paper manufacturer to me today. “De- 
mand is not what we should like to see it, and still mar- 
gins are constantly narrowing, due to the gains made in 
the prices of raw materials. During the last two months 
rags have gone up amazingly, and they are still rising 
and may go 20 per cent. higher yet. If the demand had 
been normal our high grade papers would today have 
been selling for 2 cents more a pound. We are not worty- 
ing, however. We are always called upon to meet changed 
conditions, and these will be met in some way like the 
others.” 

The book paper market has been very quiet since 
Christmas, but there are indications that orders may be 
a little more plentiful soon. Just before Christmas busi- 
ness was very good, due supposedly to the price conces- 
sions made by the Interstate Paper Company, and there 
is expectation that enter the holiday period has been 
thoroughly digested book paper may come in for a little 
more attention again.

Anglin Lumber and Pulp Company. 
[sPectaL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Winnirec, Man., January 4, 1905.—A new company 
has been organized to build and operate large lumber and 
pulp mills on the Winnipeg River. The capital of the new 
organization will, it is stated, be $300,000. The Anglin 
Lumber and Pulp Company, as the new organization is 
called, will apply for incorporation at the next meeting of 
the Provincial Legislature. 

Among the names on the petition for incorporation are 
G. Olafson, S. Sveinson, A. Hemli, J. Thompson, 
Thomas Wade, Edward Hagar, Thomas Sharpe, Charles 
Gerrie and J. Henry, all of Minneapolis. The com- 
pany is formed with the purpose of erecting a planing 
and pulp mill on the property owned by the company, 
which is situated on the Winnipeg River, about ro miles 
from Lac du Bonnet.: It is said that the intention of the 
company is to lay out a town site, which will be connected 
in the near future with the electric railway which is being 
built to Lac du Bonnet. The same company also owns 
about 400 acres on the Winnipeg River, which it has re- 
served for the development of power, known as the Mani- 
toba Falls. It is claimed by the organizers that this power 
is the most easily and cheaply developed of all the possible 
powers on the Winnipeg River. The new company’s place 
will be situated about 65 miles from Winnipeg. 


Novel Means for Regulating Employment of Labor. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORR ESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., January 9, 1905.—There has been 
considerable discussion among labor leaders here and 
elsewhere about the bill introduced in Congress by Repre- 
sentative Adams, of Pennsylvania, by request, which is 
designed to regulate the employment of labor by novel 
means. The bill provides, in effect, that any person or 
company, employing journeymen mechanics, laborers, 
clerks or other help, shall give preference to American 
citizens and residents of the vicinity in which the work is 
to be done; that no employer shall have the right to 
discharge an employee for a petty cause, and that any 
employer who refuses without cause to give work to a 
citizen of the vicinity in which the employer lives shall 
pay damages equal to the amount of wages which would 
have been earned by the worker who was refused employ- 
ment. 5 

There is very little likelihood that the bill will ever 
be reported to the House from the Committee on Patents, 
to which it was referred. mw. Ty 


Tie Taylor-Burt Company, of Holyoke. 


The Taylor-Burt Company is the name of the new con- 
cern organized some three or four months ago to pur- 
chase and operate the plant of the Excelsior Paper Com- 
pany at Holyoke, Mass. J. G. Taylor, president of the 
company, was until recently treasurer of the Hampshire 
Paper Company, of South Hadley Falls, Mass., Mr. Burt 
being formerly professor of chemistry at the Pennsylvania 
Military College.

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PUBLISHERS VS. NEWS MEN. 


Don C, Seitz, Business Manager of the New York World, Dis- 
cusses Some Features of the 
News Market. 








To the Editor of THe Paper Trape JourNAL: 

Dear Sir—The beginning of the suit of the Attorney 
General against the General Paper Company has started up 
considerable comment in the paper trade journals, and I 
notice a tendency on the part of some editors to exaggerate 
and misinterpret the position of the publishers in regard to 
the International Paper Company. I think it proper to say 
a few things on this point in the interest of our agitation 
and of fair speaking. 

The newspaper industry is a very large industry, employ- 
ing an enormous number of people. Three newspapers in 
New York and one in Chicago combined do a larger gross 
business per annum than the total gross business of the 
International Paper Company, with its $55,000,000 of capi- 
talization and its $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 worth of floating 
indebtedness. What we object to, and object to most em- 
phatically, is that an extravagantly overcapitalized organi- 
zation without working capital should be in a position to 
dominate the prices of our raw material, and that it should 
be permitted to enjoy the protection of the tariff laws in 
order to oppress us. The International Paper Company 
produces the bulk of the paper used in the East, and it 
naturally fixes the market price of most of the balance. 
For considerable periods it has been unable to make all 
the paper it sold, and by buying the surplus products of 
other mills maintained an extremely high figure during 
the drought last year. These conditions have changed a 
little through the coming of the Berlin Mills into the trade, 
but as soon as this product is taken care of, prices will ad- 
just themselves to the level insisted upon by the Inter- 
national Paper Company. 

We do not deny that it is costing the International Paper 
Company more money to make paper than formerly, but 
we do deny that it is costing modern and up to date mills 
anything like as much as it is costing the International 
Paper Company, although, of course, the modern mills are 
profiting by the International Paper Company’s position. 
The International Paper Company's mills are mostly old 
and scattered. The company is not operating a single ma- 
chine on news that was built within eight or ten years, and 
from that they run back to honorable careers of fully forty 
years. It is actually running machines built three or four 
generations ago. It has one machine that was built in 
Newton, Mass., before there was a railroad in this country, 
and it was drawn 150 miles to a mill by horses, where it 
was in operation for years. After it had completed its 
usefulness at that plant it was taken over to another, where 
it has been in continual operation for about thirty-five years. 
To be sure, there is not much of the original machine left, 
as it has been built over a number of times, but it is a 
little, light affair that really ought to have been relegated 
to the scrap heap years ago. Many other machines of the 
same stamp are producing news today. 

It is not only in machines that the corporation is weak, 
but out of twenty odd mills under its ownership there are 
not over four that are strictly modern, and the modernity 
of these dates back to ten or fiften years. 

As I said, some of the new outside mills that have been 
built can produce paper at much less cost, but as the In- 
ternational Paper Company must maintain high prices in 
order to sustain itself, the outside mills are materially profit- 
ing to a much greater extent. The International Paper 
Company has about four mills that can produce paper at a 
low price, but these comparatively good mills are com- 
pelled to carry the balance, and this brings the average cost 
per pound up to a high figure. The policy the company 
has followed has not been to tear out old and inadequate 
machines and substitute thercfor new, large and strictly up 
to date appliances, thereby \1creasing production and lower- 
ing the cost, which is the t.odern tendency, but having in- 
stead attempted to elevate tne price by controlling produc- 
tion and contracting for the output of outside mills to as 
great an extent as possible, and so tying up the production 
in the East, it has compelled publishers to purchase at 
whatever price it sees fit to ask. This has enabled the 
company to employ its old, worn out and ill sized ma- 
chines to the best advantage and to place the least desirable 
orders with outside mills, which are able to handle them 
profitably through their better facilities and modern meth- 
ods. Moreover, the four modern mills which we concede 
the company to own are restricted in their production, 
which cannot be greatly increased owing to the limitation 
of their water powers and wood supplies. Therefore, un- 
less mew mills are built, less limited in these respects, the 
publishers’ condition is a very critical one. We must be 
driven into co-operative enterprises or else the tariff must 
come down so that modern enterprise can go to virgin lo- 
calities and do business on a modern basis. Why should 
newspaper publishers be tied up to an over capitalized and 
poorly managed concern with colossal expenses of ad- 


ministration, with enormous bills for repairs, with heavy 
interest charges for borrowed money on notes, needed for 
working capital (something that ought to have been pro- 
vided for in the start instead of going into the pockets of 
the promoters), when we are entitled to the benefits of 
competition, invention and progress? ‘The International 
Paper Company is an artificiality, created to control and 
uphold an exhausted business, by people who are unwilling 
to move on. 

The production of news paper is controlled and limited 
only on account of the raw material supply. Those who 
control the spruce forests adjacent to large water powers 
are the ones who will eventually control the production of 
this most necessary commodity, and a control of that sort 
does not rest with the International Paper Company, whose 
spruce areas are limited, much cut, and well worn. Its 
water powers are totally inadequate, and many of its mills 
are located at points that, though desirable forty years ago, 
are not such as would be selected today by any sane manu- 
facturer, they being very remote from forests, all of the 
available timber adjacent thereto having been long since 
cut, and which compels the transportation of the raw ma- 
terial, both in the shape of logs and pulp, long distances 
and at great expense. When the wood used to be obtained 
at $4 to $5 per cord, cut on its own lands, it was when 
there was standing timber adjacent to the waterways, and 
it now being compelled to haul its supply long distances 
is one cause of the increased cost. 

Realizing this, the International Paper Company has felt 
it necessary for its salvation to discourage by every means 
possible the erection of new plants, and when they have 
been erected it has sought to contract for their production, 
intimidating these new mills by convincing them that the 
International Paper Company controls all the orders, and 
that the new mills would be unable to run at full capacity 
unless their output was marketed through the International 
Paper Company, 

Some few of the mills have not been thus intimidated, 
but their total production is so small that it has not assist- 
ed the publishers to any extent in the way of lower prices. 

One statement, that it costs $7 per ton more to make 
news paper than it did seven or eight years ago may be true 
as far as the International Paper Company is concerned. 
News paper can be made today at just as low, in fact at a 
lower price than ever before, but that can only occur in 
strictly modern mills located where inexhaustible supplies 
of cheap spruce can be obtained, and such conditions are 
possible to find. 

There are vast quantities of spruce in the Maritime Prov- 
inces of Canada that can be brought to the more eastern 
of the American ports and laid down for $5 per cord. 
Pulp can be ground in Canada at a low cost, and the duty 
is sure to be removed. There are also some large, unde- 
veloped water powers within a very few miles of United 
States Atlantic ports, and if sufficient pulp cannot be ob- 
tained from Canada, and if by any chance the duty should 
not be removed, this Canadian wood, rossed and all ready 
to grind, can be delivered at some of these water powers 
not to exceed $6 per cord. We know of some locations 
where this can be done, and that is what must be done, or 
else there may be no limit to the price the publishers may 
be compelled to pay. The publishers have been playing 
into the hands of the trust too long. Now let them act 
together, and cheaper white paper -will certainly be the 
result. 

The writer of The Paper Mill speaks of the inaccurate 
statements of Messrs. Norris and Seitz. His own state- 
ments, publication of December 31, are about as inaccurate 
as they could well be. 

He states that when manufacturers were cutting wood 
from their own forests it cost them an average of $4 to $5 
per cord, that the imported wood from Canada costs at 
least $11 per cord laid down, 

How he arrives at this $11 cost is for him to explain. 
In a former issue of his paper, that of December 24, he 
states, on page 5, that the wood imported from Canada 
costs an average of $4.36 per cord. We presume that this 
price is f. 0. b. cars at the woodlands. As there is no 
duty, the freight alone would have to be added, which, 
even to remote points, would hardly exceed $3 or $3.50 per 
cord. 

The average cost of peeled or rossed wood to the In- 
ternational Paper Company’s sulphite mills today is under- 
stood to be about $8, and $7 to $7.50 for the logs deliv- 
ered to the ground pulp mills. These costs include a pro- 
portion of all the overhead expenses of an extremely ex- 
pensive management. 

This is quite different from the $11 per cord stated. 

We understand that some of the company’s remote mills 
have been compelled to pay as high as $11, but this is only 
in a few instances—say at Niagara Falls.

Appellate Division Reduces Damage Verdict.

Watertown, N. Y., January 10, 1905.—The Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, sitting at Rochester, N. Y., 
handed down on Wednesday of last week a decision in the 
case of Alice C. Hunt, as administratrix of the estate of 
George A. Hunt, against the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and 
Paper Company. The Appellate Court modified the judg- 
ment obtained in the lower court by reducing the amount 
of recovery to $5,000. The judgment and order as so 
modified is affirmed, two of the judges dissenting on the 
ground that freedom from contributory negligence on the 
part of plaintiff's intestate was not fully established. The 
action was brought to recover $15,000 damages for the 
death of George A. Hunt, who was killed through an ex- 
plosion of a digester in defendant’s mill at Dexter, January 
18, 1903. B.

Trenton, N. J., January 9, 1905.—Justice Pitney has 
filed an opinion dismissing the application of petitioners for 
costs in proceedings in relation to the disputed election of 
the Jersey City Paper Company, which has gone through 
the Court of Errors, and a new election ordered. In dis- 
missing the motion for costs, the court says: “A large part 
of the costs actually made was due to the effort of the 
petitioners to secure their own election.

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THREE TOURS IN FORCE. 


The Union Bag and Paper Company Adopts the System in 
Its Sandy Hill, Ballston and Hadley Mills—Some 
Details of the Schedule. 

This week the Union Bag and Paper Company put the 
three tour system in operation in its mills at Sandy Hill, 
Ballston and Hadley, N. Y. This action on the part of the 
company was entirely voluntary, its officials having come 
to the conclusion that the shorter shifts would be better for 
both the men and the company. The employees in the 
paper mills and the workers in the sulphite and ground 
wood mills of the company are included in the change. The 
day laborers about the mills have not been affected by the 
new system of hours. The change from the old order was 
put into regular operation on January 8, after about a 
week occupied in getting the tours in working order. The 
adoption of the three tours was in the nature of a New 
Year’s surprise to the men, who had no preliminary notice 
of the intention of the company. 

In order to fill up the number of hands necessary to suc- 
cessfully work the three shifts the officials of the company 
advanced to superior positions as many of its old hands as it 
could, For instance, backtenders, who from length of service 
were found to be competent, were made regular machine 
tenders. In the backtenders’ position the best man in line 
was advanced to fill the vacancy, and so on. By this 
method of promotion the company has secured about enough 
men to work its force the three tours. No doubt a num- 
ber of additional men will have to be hired to fill up the 
gaps due to the changes made. As yet the system has not 
got settled down in such shape that the officials can tell 
how many more men they will need. As it is, however, 
the men have expressed their gratification and appreciation 
of the short hours given them by the company. For the 
shorter day they receive the same pay as before. To the 
company, however, the officials have figured out that, as- 
suming that there will be no increase in production, the 
increased cost to the company at the Sandy Hill mills will 
be $60,000 per year, but as the men manifest their apprecia- 
tion of the voluntary change the company feels that better 
work will be done and that by increased production the 
company will not suffer very much financial loss. by the 
new order of things. The officials, in having voluntarily 
given the men shorter hours, have confidence that the 
latter, being put on their honor, as it were, will strive to 
make a success of the three tour system. In other words, 
it is now up to the men to demonstrate that they can do 
more and better work in the shorter hours. 

By the three tour system the mills of the Union Bag and 
Paper Company will be run night and day except from 7 
o’clock Sunday morning till 7 o’clock Sunday evening, when 
the mills will be idle. The first tour will be from 7 a. m. 
to 3 p. m., the second from 3 p. m. to 11 p, m., and the 
third tour from 11 p. m. to 7 a. m. The tour that quits 
at 3 p. m. Saturday goes to work again at 7 p. m. Sunday 
night and works twelve hours, getting paid, however, for 
the extra four hours. The tours rotate in turn. The first 
week of six days a man works forty-eight hours, the sec-

ond week forty-eight hours, and the third week sixty hours, 
or an average of fifty-two hours per week for the three 
weeks. Under the old system a man had to work sixty-six 
hours each week, or fourteen hours more than by the new 
system. Under the two tours there was a thirty-six hours’ 
shutdown each week. 

Among the mills in which it is reported that the three 
tour system is in operation are the Great Northern Paper 
Company, the St. Regis Paper Company, Houingsworth 
& Whitney Company, Berlin Mills and the J. & J. Rogers 
Company. 


Canadian Pacific Pulp and Paper Company. 


Vancouver, B. C., January 2, 1905.—J. M. Mackinnon, 
managing director of the Canadian Pacific Pulp and Paper 
Company, returned from London last week, and announces 
that the work already begun at Swanson Bay, and in that 
neighborhood, is to be followed by the erection of a saw- 
mill and a sulphite plant. The construction of these will 
be proceeded with wery shortly, and in about a year the 
manufactured pulp will be shipped to Great Britain. 

“T was away from Vancouver about three months and a 
half,”” Mr, Mackinnom said yesterday afternoon, “and dur- 
ing that time I spent a considerable period with the people 
who are interested im this enterprise, which, when it is 
completed, will be ome of the largest in the province. The 
name has been changed from the Oriental Power and Pulp 
Company to the Camadian Pacific Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, but it is still a subsidiary company of the Canadian 
Finance Syndicate, of London, England. 

“When I went over I took samples of woods, pieces of 
the trees themselves, fir, spruce and balsam, and tests made 
showed that pulp of the finest quality could be manufac- 
tured. After consideration, it was decided to go ahead with 
the erection of the sawmill, which will have a capacity of 
40,000 feet per day, and the sulphite plant, which will be 
capable of producing from 35 to 40 tons of sulphite pulp 
daily. When these are completed the investment will be 
$300,000. It is the imtention of the company to ultimately 
build paper mills, 

“There is a big dermand for pulp in England, where all 
the large newspapers have paper mills of their own. I 
saw the five large mills in which is manufactured the paper 
for the London Daily Telegraph, and this was only a few 
of many. The China Mutual line of steamers has given us 
very good rates for transportation, and, altogether, the 
future prospects of the company are very bright.”

It Will Soon Have a Banquet at the Bellevue-Stratford— 
The Local Association Is Demonstrating 
Its Usefulness Each Day. 


[FROM OUR RECULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, January 10, 1905.—The members of the 
Paper Trade Association of Philadelphia, business 
brothers from the larger cities of the East, officers of 
the National Association of Jobbers, distinguished speak- 
ers and invited guests are soon to sit down together 
around the banquet table in the Bellevue-Stratford, an 
occasion which promises to be notable in trade annals. 
A special meeting of the board of directors of the asso- 
ciation was held yesterday in the Trades League rooms 
in The Bourse, and decision to this effect was reached. 
The details, however, are not agreed upon finally, but 
will be worked out by the banquet committee, of which 
First Vice President Charles L. Huff is chairman. 

While the association has already been of incalculable 
good to the trade, it has never made a formal bow to the 
public; but on the occasion of the banquet it will make 
its début. A room has been tentatively engaged at the 
Bellevue-Stratford, the finest hotel in Philadelphia, if not 
in the East, and on February 21 or 23, or thereabouts, 
the banquet will be spread. 

The directors decided that a special effort would be 
made to secure speakers of wide reputation. Senator 
W. Murray Crane, of Massachusetts, heads the list. 
Among the other names under consideration are Charles 
Emory Smith, ex-Postmaster General; Governor Samuel 


W. saan of Pennsylvania; United States Senator 
Philander C. Knox; Mayor John Weaver, of Philadelphia; 
Judge Mayer ‘Sidon, ex-Mayor Charles F. Warwick 
and A. S. L. Shields, a celebrated lawyer. Invitations 
will be extended to the president and secretary of the 
National Association of .Jobbers and to representative 
officials of local paper trade associations. 

The usefulness of the association is daily growing. 
“With all due respect to other associations,” said an 
officer this week, “we really believe that our Quaker 
City association is the best in the country. Within a 
few days one of the houses here probably saved itself a 
loss through the association of many times its member- 
ship fee. A certain consumer, whose credit was regarded 
as good, desired to open a new account for about $1,500. 
The house in question decided to investigate. Because 
of the association the books of other houses were opened. 
One was found to be carrying this concern for several 
thousand dollars, another for several hundred. The re- 
sult was that the house refused to take the account. 
The consumer now understands that he must make 
prompt payments of old debts before he can contract 
new ones. Such a condition of affairs was impossible 
only a year ago.” E. R. G. 


Verdict of $5,000 in a Damage Suit. 
Watertown, N. Y., January 10, 1905.—In the Supreme 
Court at Canton, N. Y., last week the case of Isaiah Walk- 
er against the Newton Falls Paper Company, an action 
brought to ‘recover $10,500 for injuries received in the 
mills of the defendant at Newton Falls, N. Y., in August, 
1901, was tried and resulted in the verdict of $5,000 to the 





plaintiff. This was the second trial of the case. Upon the 
former trial the jury gave the plaintiff $5,000 and the trial 
judge set aside the verdict and directed a new trial. The 
plaintiff appealed to the Appellate Division, but the action 
of the trial court was affirmed. At the time of the accident 
the plaintiff was employed to assist in keeping in repair the 
mill of the defendant, and August 2 was told the freight 
clevator was out of repair and directed to fix it. He finally 
determined that the difficulty was in a cogwheel, access to 
which he says could only te had by stepping over the shaft 
running an agitator in a stuff chest. The shaft was re- 
volving, and as plaintiff stepped over it a set screw, which 
protruded, caught in his clothing. His right leg was 
broken in many places and had to be amputated above the 
knee about three weeks afterward. His claim was that it 
was negligence to leave a set screw unguarded at such a 
place. The defense moved for a non-suit at the close of 
the plaintiff's case and upon denial of the motion went to 
the jury without offering any evidence. After the verdict 
was rendered a motion for a new trial was made and de- 
nied. The plaintiff's counsel was given an extra allowance 
of 5 per cent. on the verdict. The usual stay was granted 


and the case will be appealed. B.

BOX BOARD MATTERS. 


F. G. Weeks to Take Back'His Oswego Mill from the United 
Box Board and Paper Company—tTransfer of the 
Company’s Holdings of Stock. 





The negotiations which have been going on for the past 
few weeks for the return to their original owners of the 
Oswego and Penn Yan mills of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company have been about completed. By next week 
a definite announcement of their conclusion is expected. 
An agreement, it is understood, has been reached on all 
the essentials for a retransfer of the properties, but as there 
are still a few details to be adjusted there is as yet a possi- 
bility that the final papers may not be signed. The fear on 
this score, however, is small, still the parties to the trans- 
action decline to talk for publication till the deeds are 
passed. Next week, in all probability, the negotiations will 
reach a successful conclusion. 

While the terms of the proposed retransfer are not 
definitely known, it is surmised that the Oswego Falls Pulp 
and Paper Company will get its mill back by a surrender 
of all the securities received for the property at the time 
it became a part of the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany, and some cash. It is also rumored that the Oswego 
Company will agree to sell its product for a term of years 
through the United. By this arrangement the product of 
the Oswego mill will not become competitive with that of 
the United. The news paper manufactured at the mill will, 
in the future as in the past, no doubt be sold by H. Lester 
Paddock in the part of the State in which the mill is situ- 
ate. In the mill there are two machines, one for making 


boards and another that is run on news paper. There is a 


pulp mill connected with the plant. 

With the settlement of the in prog- 
ress both the Weeks and Shutts suits against the United 
will be withdrawn, and all the legal actions in connec 
tion with the cases will come to an end. What will be 
done with the Penn Yan mill by Mr. Shutts is not known. 

In connection with the prospective adjustment of the 
Weeks and Shutts suits it is announced this week that 
the stock of the Uncas Paper Company held by the 
United Box Board and Paper Company, which is prac- 
tically all of it, has been transferred for a consideration 
to the treasury of the American Straw Board Company. 
The earnings of the latter company, it is reported, 
used to purchase the Uncas stock. It is also reported 
that the money obtained from the of the Uncas 
stock was used in part at least to redeem the $350,000 
worth of the United’s bonds which matured January 1. 

The selling of the stock of the American Straw Board 
Company to the stockholders of the United, the settle- 
ment of the Weeks and Shutts suits for the recovery of 
their mills, and the transfer of the stock of the Uncas 
to the American Straw Board Company are all looked 
upon as steps preliminary to the forthcoming reorganiza- 
tion of the United. The correctness of this surmise is 
not denied at 11 Broadway. Plans for a reorganization 
will be discussed at the next annual meeting of the com- 
pany on February 16. When the plan is outlined it is a 
foregone conclusion that the nucleus of the proposed 
new combination will be the American Straw Board Com- 
pany. Around it as a valuable asset an attempt will be 
made to gather the other board mills of the country. 
Next spring a positive move will no doubt be made.

The truth of the remark of Attorney General Moody 
that the suit of the Government against the General Paper 
Company would have uncommon publicity is being demon- 
strated every day. The publishers in the larger cities are 
giving space in the editorial columns of their papers to all 
sorts of statements as to the villainy of the “General,” and 
these statements are being echoed by the smaller papers in 
various sections. Some of the editorial expressions are 
wonderfully and fearfully made, without the slightest refer- 
ence to facts. Even the “facts” that are quoted in many 
cases are without foundation, and the major part of the 
opinions give ample evidence that those who express them 
know absolutely nothing about the paper making industry. 

There is a constant harping on ‘“‘a tax on knowledge,” 
and other like twaddle, when the real fact is that the pub- 
lishers object only and solely to the fact that news 
paper in the market costs more than it used to. They have 
their own ideas of what they should pay for their white 
paper, and they are particularly sensitive as to anything 
that is at variance with those ideas. That wood costs more, 
very much more, that labor is higher, that the cost of pro- 
duction has been pushed up many notches, are, to their way 
of thinking, mere minor incidents that should have noth- 
ing at all to do with the price of news paper. 

As one of the elements of the discussion now in progress 
we publish a letter from Don C. Seitz, business manager of 
the World, in which that gentleman talks raspingly of the 
International Paper Company, a concern which is not in- 
volved in the suit, and from which Mr. Seitz is not com- 
pelled to and does not purchase his paper. As throwing 
light on the increase in the cost of manufacture, our 
Appleton correspondent presents some facts that are very 
pertinent. 

The case against the General Paper Company is sched- 
uled to come up for hearing on February 6, and possibly 
at that time there will be further disclosures. Paper manu- 
facturers, however, are not worrying, and judging by the 
news as to trouble over the Boston Herald contract, there 
is plenty of competition in the news market.

That ong department alone is 
worth more than the price of the book.

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AMERICAN MILL SUPERINTENDENTS 


Lee L. Wilson Is in Charge of the Lafayette Box Board and 
Paper Company in the State Where He Was Born 
and Where He Learned His Trade. 





Lee L. Wilson, superintendent of the Lafayette Box 
Board and Paper Company, Lafayette, Ind.,-was born in 
Noblesville, Ind., on May 26, 1872, and received his educa- 
tion in the public schools of that place. 

When eighteen years of age he secured employment in 
the Noblesville mills of the American Straw Board Com-

pany. The piant was completed and started in February 
of that year. For two weeks he was cutter tender and was 
then promoted to the position of finisher on the 96 inch 
machine. At that time this machine was considered a very 
large one. For three years young Wilson held this position 
and then becoming dissatisfied with it he was transferred 
in turn to various departments:in the mill, gaining knowl- 
edge and experience that have served him well since. After 


working this way for two years he was again made finisher 
and later advanced to machine tender, a place that he held 
for five years. 

Mr. Wilson was then tendered the superintendency of the 
Anderson mill of the American’ Straw Board Company. 
He accepted the offer and had charge of the mill for three 
years. During all that time the mill was not shut down 
for lack of orders, although it had been idle for about a 
year previous. 

In December, 1903, Mr. Wilson went to Lafayette as su- 
perintendent of the new 40 ton straw board mill of the 
Lafayette Box Board and Paper Company, then nearing 
completion and which, in fact, began operations in January, 
1904. 

Mr. Wilson has made a special study of straw board 
manufacture, devoting his energies to investigating the 
bleaching, refining and reforming of straw fibre so as to 
produce the best board at the minimum cost. 


Opening Connecticut River for Navigation.

Hotvoxe, Mass., January 

To those interested in the project of opening the Con- 
necticut River for navigation between this city amd Hart- 
ford, Conn., the reports from Washington are most dis- 
couraging. A dispatch states that the Board of Review of 
the War Department will report adversely on the subject 
to the River and Harbor Committee and that this report 
will kill the plan. It is expected that the report will be 
submitted this week and George P. Lawrence, Congress- 
man from this district and a member of the River and 
Harbor Committee, believes that the report will end the 
matter and that no appropriation will be made. 

The report states that the estimated cost of the various 
plans proposed by the engineers varied from $2,393,500 to 
$3,800,000. But these estimates were without reference to 
the amounts the Government might have to pay for dam- 
ages to existing water power rights or to the cost to the 
poeple or States for the modification of existing bridges. 
The Board of Review sums up: “Owing to the large cost 
as compared with probable benefits and the insufficient 
depth of water in the channel below Hartford, the board 
is of the opinion that the proposed improvement of the 
Connecticut River between Hartford and Holyoke is not 
worthy of being undertaken by the general Government.” 

In reaching this unfavorable conclusion the Board of 
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Review assumes that the first cost of the improvement 
would be about $3,000,000, and that it would cost about 
$50,000 a year for maintenance. They also base their con- 
clusion upon the opinion that upon completion of the im 
provements the ammount of freight annually carried upon 
the river, as the result of this initial expenditure of over 
$3,000,000 and annual maintenance charge of $50,000 would 
be only about 500,000 tons. Ferry. 


J. E. Limde Indorses the Henry Bill. 


The bill for the consolidation of third and fourth class 
mail matter under the same rate of postage, recently en- 
tered in the House of Representatives by Congressman 
Henry, of Connecticut, has received the indorsement of 
many commercial bodies and trade associations throughout 
the country. Among the personal indorsements sent to a 
number of Senators and Congressmen is that of J. E. 
Linde, of J. E. Linde & Co., wholesale paper dealers, of 
New York city. Mr. Linde’s letter, a copy of which is 
given below, has been answered, among others, by Senators 
Lodge and W. Murray Crane, of Massachusetts, who as- 
sure Mr. Linde of their hearty approval of the provisions 
of the Henry bill. 

In his letter dated January 6, 1905, to the Hon. Henry 
Cabot Lodge, of Massachusetts, a member of the Senate 
Postal Committee, Mr. Linde wrote: 

“Dear Str—I beg to inform you that I am heartily in 
favor of the bill imtroduced by the Hon. Mr. Henry, of 
Connecticut, for the consolidation of the third and fourth 
classes of mail matter. It is a very desirable measure and 
calculated to effect a legitimate saving for merchants and 
manufacturers and simplify the postal laws. 

“There is some confusion with regard to the proper clas- 
sification of mail matter in our line of business and the 
passage of this bill should certainly meet the full appro 
bation of the paper trade. Yours very truly,

PAPER.—The general report in regard to business is 
that demand for 1905 opens up well. This week there has 
been a noticeable revival in the various branches of the 
trade, due in part, no doubt, to the completion of the an- 
nual stock taking. With that out of the way, all hands are 
now free to attend to business again. The demand, which 
is, of course, somewhat limited, is considered to be a little 
better than the average for this season of the year. Prices 
remain firm, notwithstanding the lull of the past few weeks. 
Weakness, which is usually manifest at this time, is not 
apparent in any of the various grades of paper. Writings 
are said to be not as strong comparatively as Book, 
News or Manila. In them there has been a fairly good 
movement, but the market situation in Writings is no 
better than is usually the case during the first half of Jan- 
uary. In the other grades, News, Book and Wrappings, 
the contrary is true, the supply of orders at the mills being 
somewhat larger than the average for this season of pro- 
verbial dullness. Because of the “comfortable” situation in 
which the manufacturers find themselves, they are naturally 
very firm in their demands. In the jobbing trade the firm- 
ness of the mill quotations are reflected, as prices are just 
as high as they were last month among the jobbers. With 
the revival of business after stock taking, the increased de- 
mand will, in the opinion of a number of men in the trade, 
result in a material stiffening in prices. This confidence in 
an advance, however, is based in part on the continuance of 
a short supply of ground wood. The fact that stocks of 
paper throughout the country are small is looked upon as a 
guarantee of good business for the next few months at least. 
Box Boards are only in moderate demand, with prices 
rather low. We quote:
